Directions for Measuring 

All awnings are made so that bottom of scalloped curtain comes to within 16 inches 
of sltl, unless otherwise ordered, or in case of very high windows we expect you to 
etate how far from sill awning ia to come. • I 

In measuring for window and door awnings, always measure from center to center 
of wood casing, not on brick work, and in all cases give name of shape of top of window, 
as per our diagram. Always state if awnings are for first story or upper stories of 
building. If for first story give height from sill of window or door to ground, and state 
if you want awning high enough so that you can walk under it. 

When screens are to be used on doors, the awnings should be measured same as store 
awnings, from 1 to 2, 2 to 3, 3 to 4. Bend for measuring blanks and samples of fancy 
stripes.

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Directions for Measuring Store Awnings to Pull Up with Ropes 




First determine the place where the joints of the frame 
will be fastened to the building, which should be from 7 to 8 
feet from the sidewalk, according to the height of the front 
(see Figure 2 in diagram.) You will observe that the curtain 
— 15 inches deep — drops below that point, for which you will 
have to allow in clearing peoples' heads. Then measure from 
there to where top of awning can be fastened above the win- 
dow (see Figure 1 in diagram), which will be the distance 
from 1 to 2, or height of awning; 2 to*3, in a high building, 
should be the same as 1 and 2, but in a low one a little more. 
If the distance from 2 to 3 is more than 10 inches longer 
than the distance from 1 to 2, slide rods must be used. 
Then measure the width of store from center of column on 
one side to the same on the other side, which will be the dis- 
tance from 3 to 4, or width of awning. If the top where the 
awning is to be attached projects beyond the face of the build- 
ing or is back of the level, mention how much. When order- 
ing a frame, state whether it is to be fixed in stone, brick, 
iron or wood, and whether door posts and face of building or 
outer columns are in line; also whether the frame requires 
two, three, four or more joints and bars. 



DIRECTIONS FOR MEASURING RECOVER FOR OLD FRAMES 

Measure from 1 to 2, 2 to 3, 3 to 4, always stating if front rod, or from 3 to 4, is IRON, WOOD or PIPE. If wood give size 
of pole and state if pocket is wanted, or if awning is to fasten to front bar with screw eyes. If iron or pipe state if you 
want pocket for frame or if it is to tie to frame through eyelets placed in awnings for that purpose.

Our Top Cog Gear and Self-Locking Gear Box are so constructed that 
they can be used at either end of roller. 

Our Patent Anti-Friction Center Support Is the result of years of observa- 
tion, and today is the ONLY Center Support in use that positively does not 
CUT THE CLOTH. As a rule a roller awning that has been up a few months 
is cut out where It rolls over the center support. Our Center Support is so 
constructed that the axles and rollers are all pivoted on an adjustable bracket, 
and should the material crimp or wrinkle In rolling or unrolling, our Center Support adjusts itself to the extra thickness of cloth and does not cut it. The 
large rollers used in our Center Supports allow the long rollers to work easily and as rollers are not cased in, dirt cannot accumulate to clog up the working 
parts. 

Our Self-Locking Gear or Operating Box Is always locked. This enables you to set the awning at at any angle without any danger of It dropping. The 
locking device is not exposed and parties not familiar with its construction cannot tamper with the awning. To operate our awning the CRANK must be 
used. YOU CANNOT OPERATE IT WITH A WRENCH. No lock and chain needed. A small lever locksthe gearwhen crank is removed from gearbox. 
In connection with the above Improvements we have our UNIVERSAL JOINT. Nearly all other gears are so constructed as to require an expert to put 
them up, and even then as n rule are not true and In line, making the awnings hard to roll. This point we overcome with our Universal Joint. If the shaft 
from the top gear to the operating box should be out of line, by the use of our Universal Joint the Anchor Patent Cog Gear Roller Awning will always roll

Chief among the numerous advantages the Anchor Patent Cog Gear Roller Awning has over all others are, namely: 
It rolls up closer to the building, doing away with the baggy appearance and Is not liable to be torn to pieces by heavy windstorms. 
It does not Interfere with the light when rolled up. 
It can be set at any angle desired. 

It has no ropes to wear the cloth, no chain to break, stretch or rust. 
The cloth rolls up smoother than by any other system. 

It Is always locked and can only be raised or lowered by the use of the crank.

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Directions for Putting up Cog Gear Roller Awning 

DETERMINE the place where awning is to fasten to building 
at the extreme right and left ends at tne top. On the end of 
which operating box is to be placed fasten the cog gear for top. 
On opposite end place the end bracket. The bearings of these two 
parts must be on a perfect level. After these parts are securely 
fastened, draw a line from center to center of journal boxes across 
building; ascertain how many center supports are needed, divide 
the extreme widths into as many equal parts as there are center 
supports. The center support consists of top and bottom part, the 
one with four rollers being bottom part, the one with one wide 
I roller the top part. Place the bottom part in position, allowing 
space for roller between bottom and top part, which should be 
from six to eight inches in center, according to size of awning, as 
a large awning takes up more room on roller than a small one. 
After bottom part is securely fastened, place the long roller in po- 
sition and fasten securely at each end. Then tack awning to rol- 
ler, fastening each end first and dividing the slack canvas equally 
across front. Place top part of center support in position and the 
top part of the awning is complete. The lower fastenings are the 
same as any ordinary awning. The operating box is generally fastened about three feet from the ground in a line with 
the top gear. We, however, send with each awning a universal coupling, so it makes no material difference if these two 
parts are a little out of line. Do not place operating box in position until you have fitted the connecting rods in place, 
when you can put it exactly where it belongs. After frame is in position, tie the awning to it through eyelets in awning 
or if wood front bar fasten with screw-eyes or screws, and it is complete. 

Where ends are sewed to the body of the awning (as in Fig. 1, which shows ends folded under) we furnish every- 
thing necessary for fastening. Where ends are separate (as in Fig. 2) the upper part of end is securely fastened directly 
under the roller and to the extension rod of frame. We sew rings on inside edge of end curtain and by placing a pulley 
at the upper inside corner and running a cord through the rings the ends can be folded up very neatly by simply pulling 
the rope tight.

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AWNING ARM FOR PRISM GLASS FRONTS WHERE AWNING 
IS TO BE PLACED LOW DOWN ON FRONT 





This arm was invented to fill an existing want. The aver- 
age modern store front as constructed at present, leaves no 
room for slide rods or fastening for Awning arms. There 
is usually nothing but glass for eight or ten feet from the 
sidewalk up, then a transom bar and the upper part of the 
front prism glass. This arm fastens to the transom bar if it 
is wide enough, or it can be used above the prism glass if de- 
sired. . If the transom bar is to be used for fastening, and is not 
wide enough, a fastening must be provided if an Awning is to 
be used on the front. For this purpose a plank, size l£x6 
inches, can be used. The arm is adjustable to any slant and 
the adjustment cannot slip. On fronts up to 22 feet wide, 
we think two arms are all that is necessary. They should be 
placed about 4 feet from each end of the Awning and the 
folding part or hinge arranged to fold out to the edge of the 
Awning. By setting them this distance in it lessens the dis- 
tance from pivot to pivot on the front rod. We find two 
arms will readily carry an Awning 22 feet wide, but three 
arms can be used if desired. Where fronts are wider than 22 
feet, the arm should be placed about eight or ten feet apart 
to obtain the best results. These arms are made to extend 
7 feet. 

As there are a great many places where this arm only can 
be used, you no doubt will find that they fill a long-felt want.
